The methods of treatment to which cervix has been subjected in the 
past can be grouped into four main heads: (1) chemical, including all types of 
caustics and dyes; (2) surgical, coe conization and the Sturmdorf opera- 
tion; (4) thermal, including cauterization; and (4) electrical, including 
coagulation.

The procedure is Simple and quick; it is ambulatory it is positive; it will 
allow subsequent pregnancies; it will not produce stenosis; it will rarcly have 
postoperative complications of blcoeding; it needs no hospitalization of patient; 
it needs no packing; it needs no anesthesia; and there is no need to grasp the 
cervix with a tenaculum.
